AMERICANS FEARED DEAD IN VIET 
Terrorists Destroy U.S. Army Billet

SAIGON. Thursday (UPI) 
Communist Viet Cong terrorists 
destroyed a U.S. Army billet 
Wednesday night in Qui Nhon, 
275 miles northeast of Saigon. 
It was feared as many as 31 
Americans were killed. 
A 
U.S. 
m ilitary 
spokesman 
said one American was known 
dead. 14 wounded and 30 miss­ 
ing. He said the four-story build­ 
ing was “ entirely destroyed” by 
the explosives placed by terro r­ 


ists who penetrated stepped up 
security. 
The building normally houses 
57 Americans and 45 were be­ 
lieved asleep in it at the time.

The 
Communists 
obviously 
were 
exploding 
an 
offensive 
throughout 
South 
Viet 
Nam. 
The death toll at Qui Nhon a p ­ 
parently was far higher than 
that in the attack at Pleiku last 


Sunday, which led to U.S. air 
raids on North Vietnamese mil­ 
itary targets. 


Eight Americans were killed 
and 108 wounded at Pleiku by 
the Viet Cong sneak attack on 
the U.S. base.

A spokesman called it the 
worst defeat of the w ar so far. 


In other Com m unist attacks 
two more American fliers w ere 
reported killed. One died when 
his helicopter was shot down 30 
miles east of Saigon. Another 
died Wednesday of wounds suf­ 
fered Monday in a battle some 


200 miles north of Saigon.

The attack on the four-story 
billet at Qui Nhon cam e at 8 
p.m.

About 60 enlisted men lived in 
the billet but about 20 of them 
w ere aw ay when the explosion 
occurred.
